A First-Hanp IMPRESSION By ONE WuHo Has 
Livep AMONG THEM. 
As a man is best judged by the compan 
he keeps, says W. Vesey Howns in the Englis 


Book M onthly, so the mentality of a nation | 


may be most accurately gauged by a scrutiny 
of its literature. But for such a purpose the 


term literature must be taken in its widest | 


extent, so as to embrace the whole range of 
reading-matter consumed by the public at 
large, since literature, in its strictest sense, is 
apt nowadays, in Germany no less than else- 
where, to be the appenage of the few. Again, 
it is no doubt the fact that Germany is pre- 
eminently the land of specialists, producing 
annually a relatively enormous amount of 
Fachlitteratur designed to meet the needs of 
every conceivable profession and trade, and 
appealing to every class, from the theologian 
and jurist to the hair-dresser and waiter. 
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| doubt exceeds all other demands—and reads 
_ less for the sake of the intellectual stimulus 


afforded by the appreciation of technical ex- 
cellence than for the enjoyment he derives 
from the tapping of the ‘‘colossal” fund of 
emotion which lies at the root of his somewhat 
naively sentimental nature. 


Hence the most popular German novels 


_ are, to an Englishman’s thinking, somewhat 


crude stuff, showing little refinement of psy- 
chological analysis and little sense of prose 
style, but on the other hand a great deal of 
what for want of a better word may be called 
“gush.” It should be observed that their 
crudity is of a different character from that 
of the average popular English novel of to- 
day. Few German performances of this class 
can be dismissed as mere heaps of more or 


_ less exciting incidents piled on the top of one 


another without regard to intrinsi¢ proba- 
bility or rational coherence. Their plots 
tend to err on the side of thinness, and in 
order to produce the requisite excitement 
authors are prone to rely on purely a subjec- 


_ tive appeal. What I mean is that the char- 


acters are frequently made to act and talk 
in a fashion which almost caricatures the 
action and speech of real life. All the senti- 
mentality which bulks so largely in the Teu- 


tonic temperament reappears in fiction in an 


Nevertheless, I shall try to set down my | 


impressions—formed during several years’ 
residence in the country, in the course of 
which I was brought into contact with all 


sorts and conditions of persons—of the kind |

Of the perfection resulting from the just 
accommodation of the latter to the former, a 
perfection so highly rated and so often 
achieved by his neighbors from across the

perhaps I should say rather matter than 


style—and the more matter the better! He | 


demands, above all, something that makes 
a direct appeal to his feelings—I am speaking, 


of course, of the demand for fiction, which no |

Yet, while this ludicrous aspect is probably 
the first thing to strike the foreigner, it is 
obviously unperceived by the true German.

variably regarded in its relation to the feeling 
with which it is associated in the mind of the 
beholder. Furthermore, it is this attitude 
which accounts for the extraordinary intensity 
of the German feeling for home and father- 
land, a feeling faithfully mirrored in German 
fiction, the play of which forms no inconsider- 
able part of the pleasure a German derives 
from his reading. 

Jedem ist das Flend finster, jedem glanzt das 
Vaterland, wrote Uhland most truly, for the 
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sentiment finds an echo in every German | 


breast. Something of the same subjectivity 
may be seen in the way a German writer 
depicts his characters and their outlook on 
life. Words like Gemit, Wehmut, Sehnsucht, 
Wonne, Heimweh, Innigkeit, Sinnigkeit, Sitts- 
amkeit, Herzigkeit, Biederkeit, and their con- 
geners—which have no real equivalent in any 
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Kleider, Kirche und K uche—children, clothes, 
church, and kitchen—which, according to the 
Kaiser, should form the be-all and end-all 
of feminine interests. They also provide 
serial stories in which the characteristics of 
German fiction as above defined are met with 
in their most extreme form.

She reads 
poetry—of course!—French and English, as 
well as German, and not uncommonly pro- 
fesses a somewhat uncritical enthusiasm for 
Schopenhauer and Nietzsche. Her brother 
is generally too much occupied with his 
studies to indulge in miscellaneous reading, 
but he has been known to exhibit a decided 
preference for Hintertreppenromane—" back- 
stairs” novels—in his scanty moments of 
leisure. 

Books of travel and biographies are, with 
a few noteworthy exceptions, far less read 
than in England. On the other hand, the 
great classics of German literature are more 
intimately known and appreciated by the 
people than would appear to be the case 
with English classics at home. Editions of 
Goethe, Schiller, Lessing, and Shakespeare 


pected, with the classical ‘‘four K’s,"’ Kinder | (whom, as we all know, the Germans claim 
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as their special literary property), are to be 
found in every German household, and I have 
seldom met with a German who bought such 
books without the serious intention of reading 
them. In this respect literary snobbishness 
is almost unknown. 

Lastly, I should like to call attention to the 
wide circulation among all classes of the popu- 
lation of two excellent series of handbooks 
designed to supply serious readers with re- 
liable and up-to-date information on a vast 
range of topics. These manuals—Aus Natur 
u. Geisteswelt (Leipzig: Teubner), about 350 
volumes; Sammlung Goschen (Leipzig: Gés- 
chen), 610 volumes—fulfill a function analo- 
gous to that of the Home University Library 


and similar collections in England, and their | 


extensive sales at popular prices go to show 
that the plain man in the Fatherland is in 
no way behind his English cousin as regards 
the desire for genuine knowledge presented 
in a palatable form. 


GOVERNMENT'S SUIT AGAINST ‘‘ MAG- 
AZINE TRUST” ABANDONED. 


THE government has failed to appeal within 
the requisite sixty days from the decree 
entered in the District Court of New York, on 
May 29th, dismissing the suit brought by it 
against the Periodical Clearing House and a 
long list of individual magazines and peri- 
odical publishers. This marks the abandon- 
ment of the Federal suit against the so-called 
‘“‘magazine trust.’’ 


CLEARING HOUSE HAD NOMINAL CAPITAL. 


THE Periodical Clearing House was started 
with a capital of about $2,500. Before the 
suit started the organization practically went 
out of business because it had been found 
useless and impracticable. 

The Government in its petition alleged that 
the defendants were engaged in an unlawful 
combination and a conspiracy to restrain 
trade in this country and abroad as far as 
certain periodicals were concerned, and to 
monopolize a part of the business. The 
courts were asked to issue an injunction 
restraining the defendants from continuing 
such practice, and in the course of more than 
a year several thousand pages of testimony 
were taken, not only in New York but in the 
south and the middle west. The case then was 
submitted to Judges Lacombe, Noyes, Ward 
and Coxe of the District Court, resulting in the 
decree for its dismissal. 

In addition to the Periodical Clearing 
House, the defendants in the case were 
Doubleday, Page & Co., Crowell Publishing 
Company, S. S. McClure Company, Harper & 
Brothers, Leslie-Judge Company, Review of 
Reviews Company, New Publication Company, 
Butterick Publishing Company, New Idea 
Publishing Company, Ridgeway Company, 
American Homes Magazine Company, Short 
Stories Company, Limited, Frank N. Double- 
day, Herbert S. Houston, Frederick S. Collins, 
Charles D. Lanier and George Von Utassy. 


CLEARING HOUSE’S PURPOSE. 
“The Clearing House was never an in- 
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business,’’ said Mr. Houston, of Doubleday, 
Page & Co., its president. ‘Toa certain ex- 
tent, the Clearing House accomplished its 
purpose when it focused the attention of 
the magazine trade upon the demoralizing 
practices that had grown up around the 
business. The attitude of publishers and of 
their attorneys was always that they invited 
the fullest investigation, and had nothing to 
conceal. 

‘“When the Government’s suit was started, 
many months after the conclusion of an in- 
vestigation which the publishers had been led 
to believe was satisfactory to the Government, 
we, nevertheless, felt that we did not care to 
carry on an organization that was even 
claimed to be in violation of the law, and, 
therefore, while the suit was pending, the 
Periodical Clearing House was allowed to run 
down.” 

AFTER SUBSCRIPTION ABUSES. 


The Periodical Clearing House was repre- 
sented by Kellogg, Emery, Boston & Cuthell. 
Dean Emery, who was in charge of the de- 
fence, said: 

‘“This suit arose out of the effort to regulate 
and systematize the relatively small part of 
the subscription business done through out- 
side agents. 

“The real objects of the publishers were 
to try by concerted action to correct some of 
the evils that had grown up around the taking 
of yearly subscriptions. The business is too 
complicated to go into detail, but some of the 
evils are readily understood. For instance, 
magazines had been accustomed to offering 
cash prizes to agencies that turned in a suf- 
ficiently large number of subscriptions. This 
was to stimulate them to special efforts. In- 
stead some of them would simply collect sub- 
scriptions from smaller agencies, who could 
not hope to win these prizes, and thus get 
credit for having obtained these subscriptions 
by their own efforts. The publisher would 
eventually be called upon to pay prize money 
on such subscriptions, although the agency 
that turned them in had nothing to do with 
procuring them. This was not only an im- 
position on the publisher, but often created 
serious delays. 

“Of course, agencies that tried to avoid 
complying with their agreements with pub- 
lishers, and some of their customers who had 
profited by their breach of duty, did not look 
with favor on the efforts of the Periodical 
Clearing House to supervise the business and 
made complaint. When the first complaint 
to the Department of Justice was made we 
invited the department’ to investigate the 
organization. The invitation was accepted 
and a full disclosure made. Instead of 
criticizing us or pointing out violations of the 
law, we were given to understand explicitly 
that the organization was considered com- 
mendable and was not deemed in violation of 
the Sherman act. The Government saw all 
the papers and contracts. It knew that the 
subscription agencies did not buy and sell 
magazines, and it knew that the magazines did 
not try to fix each other’s prices. Neverthe- 
less, when the’ suit just terminated was

NOTES FROM PARIS. 
Special Correspondence to the London Bookseller and the 
New York Publishers’ Weekly. 

A GREAT naturalist is ‘‘born, not made’’— 
which is not the only characteristic he has in 
common with the poet. I am not going to 
quote Coleridge—it is time that well-worn 
quatrain had a rest—but both poet and natur- 
alist have sympathy with and affection for 
all created beings, which sympathy may find 
utterance in an epic or in a paper read before 
the Linnean Society. Perhaps the utilitarian 
might suggest that another point of resemb- 
lance was that they were both equally useless, 
but, thank heaven, we are not all utilitarians, 
and, moreover, the statement would not be 
true so far as concerns the naturalists—I am 
not going to defend the poets, who are per- 
fectly capable of looking after themselves. It 
is no exaggeration to say that millions of 
pounds are lost annually through the ignor- 
ance of gamekeepers and farmers. With them 
it is too often Jedburgh justice—any strange 
bird that comes within range of the keeper’s 
gun is shot on the presumption that it might 
possibly eat pheasants’ eggs or partridge 
chicks, and many a farmer still proudly dis- 
plays on his barn-door evidence of his own 
ignorance, folly, and needless cruelty. The 
hedgehog, the mole, the common snake, the 
barn-door owl, the night-jar, and other ani- 
mals and birds are killed whenever met with, 
and then the farmer complains that his crops 
are eaten by insects, and a good part of what 
he does store in his barns is devoured by rats 
and mice. ‘There is no darkness but igno- 
rance,’’ as the wise fool said, and it is to dis- 
sipate this darkness that the genius of the 


poet-naturalist, J. H. Fabre, has been applied. | 


A little time ago he brought out a book en- 
titled “‘Les Ravageurs,”’ descriptive of the 
animals and birds which are injurious to agri- 
culture, and he has now supplemented it by 
‘“‘Les Auxiliares’’ (Delagrave), showing what 
are the farmer’s friends. Like all his books, 
it is delightful reading, and I sincerely hope 
may save the lives of some of the little furred 
or feathered misunderstood benefactors of man. 

There are many observers fere nature in 
England who confess that they find more 
pleasure in the camera than ever they did in 
the shot-gun, and I am glad to see that French 
naturalists are now taking to the same inno- 
cent and useful pursuit. ‘‘Ce que j’ai vu 
chez les Bétes,’’ by Paul Noél (A. Colin), 
will, I hope, be the pioneer of many works of 
the same class. The author is Director of the 
Laboratory of Agricultural Entomology of the 
Seine Inférieure, but he has not confined his 
interest to insects. Many sorts of beasts and 
birds has he tracked to their haunts, and once 
he was lucky enough to catch the rage and 
indignation of an otter when another otter 
had dropped in uninvited to dinner, and there 
was enough salmon for one, but not enough 
for two. 


‘“A la mer,” by Ch. Epry (Plon-Nourrit), is 
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another book of natural history, giving such 
details as boys used to love—I do not know 
whether they still do—about some of the in- 
habitants of the water and how they are 
caught, and, as the book is showily got up, 
and has plenty of illustrations, perhaps the 
youthful reader will be caught as well. 

Their elders require lighter literature, which 
is perhaps the reason why at this dead season 
novels are rather numerous. Amongst re- 
cently published novels I may note ‘Sépul- 
cres blanchis,”’ by J. H. Rosny, jeune (Cal- 
mann-Lévy); ‘“‘ Les Sources vives’’(Plon- Nour- 
rit), by Paul Margueritte, who no longer 
collaborates with his brother; ‘‘ Napoleonette”’ 
(Calmann-Lévy), by Gyp (the fifty-some- 
thingth novel of that industrious and talented 
writer); and ‘‘Le Songe d’Attis’’ (Grasset), 
by Reynes-Monlaur, which is intended to show 
that the ‘‘unknown god” which the ancient 
Greeks worshipped was a kind of esoteric 
eidolon of beauty not comprehended in the 
already extensive mythology. I am sorry to 
hear that ‘L’Entrave,’’ by Colette Willy 
(Lib. des Lettres), will not appear until Sep- 
tember, ill-health having prevented the au- 
thoress from giving the finishing touches to 
the proof-sheets. I have a great belief in 
Colette, and rather wonder she is not better 
known elsewhere than in France. Women 
have rarely a sense of humor, and it is said, 
with a great deal of truth, that the French 
have plenty of wit but no humor. Whence it 
follows that a Frenchwoman with a sense of 
humor must be a lusus nature, but no one 
who has read ‘‘Claudine”’ and the sketches 
of music-hall life will deny that Colette has a 
very keen sense of humor. The latter were 
probably drawn from life, and therefore re- 
quired no creative power, but so were most of 
Smollett’s characters, and certainly some of 
Fielding’s, not to mention lesser examples. 
She no doubt met the originals when she was 
acting at a music-hall, for she acts as well as 
she writes. So does M. Sacha Guitry, who is 
the son of an eminent actor and has inherited 
much of his father’s histrionic talent, has also 
written some capital plays, and has now sought 
to add to his dominions by a book entitled 
‘“‘Jusquad nouvel ordre”’ (de Brunoff), of which, 
as I have not yet seen it, I will say nothing 
at present. 

I have written about books for boys, and 
books for adults, but there is another class 
which has to be specially catered for by au- 
thors—or more generally by authoresses. I 
allude to the young woman of fifteen. It is 
taken for granted that she must have a special 
menu at the table of the Muses. She must 
be regaled on veal broth and minced chicken, 
whilst her elder sisters take mulligatawny soup 
or devilled bones, or whatever they please, 
whether solid fare or light dishes that are hot 
in the mouth. By which gastronomic similes 
I would express that young girls are not al- 
lowed to read any virile literature till the 
Rev. Mr. Bowdler with his ‘‘abhorred shears”’ 
has first scissored out everything which to his 
prurient mind appears objectionable, and Mr. 
Podsnap, the publisher, has issued the maimed 
and mutilated classic in what he calls “‘a 
family edition.”

A Defence of Net Prices. By Louis D. Brandeis 


THE AMERICAN people are wisely determined to restrict the existence 
and operation of private monopolies. The recent efforts that have been made to 
limit the right of a manufacturer to maintain the price at which his article 
should be sold to the consumer have been inspired by a motive that is good— 
the desire for free competition—but they have been misdirected. If successful, 
they will result in the very thing that they seek to curb—monopoly. Price- 
maintenance—the trade policy by which an individual manufacturer of a 
trade-marked article insures that article reaching all consumers at the same 
price—instead of being part of the trust movement 1s one of the strongest forces 
of the progressive movement which favors individual enterprise. 


THERE IS NO improper restraint of trade when an independent manu- 
facturer in a competitive business settles the price at which the article he makes 
shall be sold to the consumer. There is dangerous restraint of trade when 
prices are fixed on a common article of trade by a monopoly or combination 
of manufacturers. 

The independent manufacturer may not arbitrarily establish the price 
at which his article 1s to be sold to the consumer. If he would succeed he 
must adjust it to active and potential competition and various other influences 
that are beyond his control. There is no danger of profits being too large 
as long as the field of competition 1s kept open. And in any branch of trade 
in which such competitive conditions exist we may safely allow a manufacturer 
to maintain the price at which hts article may be sold to the consumer. 

Competition 1s encouraged, not suppressed, by permitting each of a dozen 
manufacturers of safety razors or breakfast foods to maintain the price at 
which his article 1s to be sold to the consumer. By permitting price-maintenance 
each maker 1s enabled to pursue his business under conditions deemed by him 
most favorable for the widest distribution of his product at a fair price. He 
may open up a new sphere of merchandising impossible without price protection. 

Price-cutting of the one-priced trade-marked article is frequently used 
as a puller-in to tempt customers who may buy other goods of unfamiliar value 
at high prices. Ii tends to eliminate the small dealer who is a necessary and 
convenient factor for the widest distribution; and ultimately by discrediting 
the sale of the article at a fair price, 1t ruins the market for it. 


OUR EFFORTS, therefore, should be directed not to abolish price- 
maintenance by the individual com petitive manufacturer, but to abolish monopoly, 
the source of real oppression in fixed prices. 

Manufacturers and retailers are getting this distinction clearly in their 
minds, and it must soon be generally recognized by the public. What 1s 
needed 1s clear thinking and effective educational work which will make the 
distinction clear to the whole people. Only in this way can there be preserved 
to the independent manufacturer his most potent weapon against monopoly— 
the privilege of making public and making permanent the price at which his 
product may be sold, in every State in the Union, 


It takes courage of the highest order to stand firm against uneducated public 
opinion—for the public’s good. Probably in his life of service Louis D. Brandeis, 
the great People’s Lawyer, has never taken a step that will arouse greater comment 
than the above statement (here condensed). 

The bookseller knows, of course, but most people who have not studied the 
subject are against price-maintenance. The consumer thinks it a device to make 
him pay more; the merchant feels that when he buys the goods of the manufac- 
turer they are his and that it is an infringement of his rights to establish his selling 
price. Careful study of the subject, however, shows that the same price every- 
where is for the best interests of the buying public, the independent dealer, and 
the independent manufacturer. 

Price-cutting on articles of individuality, Mr. Brandeis maintains, would enable 
men controlling vast combinations of capital to win local markets one by one, 
create monopolies, then raise the prices higher than before.

AUSTRALIA.

An American correspondent of the Aus- 
tralian Bookfellow recently asked for an ex- 
planation of the system by which the Aus- 
tralian ‘‘market’’ is sold exclusively. The 
Bookfellow’s reply is of interest to all pub- 
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lishers doing or hoping to do Australian busi- | 


ness. 

It operates like this: A firm or firms in 
Australia, upon ordering a definite number 
of copies—500, 1000, 5000, 10,o00o—of a novel 
ee usually in America, occasionally in 


ngland, receives a guarantee from the pub- | 
lishers that the Australasian trade will not be | 


supplied with that novel—the Australasian 
market being reserved for the buying firm or 
firms. 

The price paid for the ‘‘market” of an 
American novel ($1.20 net; $1.25 net; $1.50 
net) is usually 50 cents or less—dependent on 
the number ordered. The novel is retailed in 
Australia at 3s. 6d.; precisely the same book 
that is sold in America, and without regard 
to the American price; it is, in fact, ‘‘dumped”’ 
on the market. 
Australia or New Zealand thus gets his Amer- 
ican books very cheaply; too cheaply, consid- 
ering the rate at which trade expenses in 
Australasia have increased during recent 
years. 

The English publishers of ‘‘Colonial Libra- 
ries”’ (retailed here at 2s. 6d., paper, and 3s. 
6d., cloth) are apt to reduce the quality of 
the 6s. binding, perhaps using a cheaper cloth, 
or replacing a gilt cover with a printed; but

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PRO AND CON. 

There are several ways of regarding the 
marketing system. From the reader’s stand- 
point, books are often delayed—either because 
the marketer has more titles on hand than the 
market can digest, and they have to be fed 

out slowly; or because sufficient stock of a 
saleable book to go round Australasia cannot 
be procured at one time. Considering the 
quality of most current fiction, it does not 
seem to matter much whether readers get last 
| year’s titles or not, as long as all traders in 
each State are supplied at the same time; and 
this is arranged for. 

Nevertheless, the delay causes some loss of 
trade in some cases. There is a filtration of 
novelists’ credit, through magazines and news- 
papers, between Britian and America on the 
one hand and Australia and New Zealand on

No modern ocean liner is complete nowa- 
days without its own printing office and little 
news sheet, and its wireless apparatus to keep 
it in touch with what is happening in the 


the big steamship lines and to gradually ex- 
tend the service until one high-class man is 
placed on every prominent passenger trans- 
atlantic steamer. 

“It has come to be generally understood 
among newspaper proprietors that the modern 
liner is a floating hotel where for varying 
periods are segregated a larger percentage of 
persons of note than can usually be found in 
any of the big land hostelries. It is a matter 
of common knowledge that approximately 
10,000 ‘newsmakers’ are constantly travelling

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and was behind some of the long distance 
feats of message sending in the early days of 
wireless that brought the company into much 
fame. His plan 1s to place his service on the 
steamships beyond control of the steamship 
owners as to censorship and allow the true 
sending of news at all times. Mr. Pratt be- 
lieves that the withholding of the true news 
of the ‘‘ Titanic”’ is the best argument of the 
need of the news expert on all steamships in 
such a position as to insure the truthful ac- 
counts of news happenings coming ashore at 
once.

Mr. M. H. De Young, proprietor 
of the Chronicle, purchased the Call, the oldest 
morning paper in San Francisco, and will stop 
its publication Sept. 1st.

The Call was keenly up 
to date and has been a strong rival of the 
Chronicle. It was first issued in 1856 by a co- 
operative band of seven printers, and it was 
a success from the start.

For the fourth year in succession a woman 
has won the 250 guineas prize awarded 
annually by Mr. Andrew Melrose, the English 
publisher, for the best first novel. Miss 
Margaret Peterson is the lucky young author, 
and the title of the successful book is ‘‘ The 
Lure of the Little Drum.’’ The adjudicators 
were Miss Mary Cholmondeley, Mr. Joseph 
Conrad, and Mr. W. J. Locke. Miss Peter- 
son, who has been engaged chiefly in journal- 
istic work for the past three years, is a 
daughter of the late Dr. Peterson, for many 
years Professor of Sanskrit at the Elphinstone 
College, Bombay, and this is her first effort 
at novel-writing. 

IF we are to believe Parisian dispatches, 
announcement has just been made of a 
colossal literary prize, the largest on record, 
to be awarded at St. Petersburg in 1925. It 
amounts to $1,540,000, and is to be given for 
the best history in any language dealing with 
Czar Alexander I. It is stated that in 
1833 Alexander’s most loyal helper, Arakt- 
cheef, deposited 50,000 rubles ($25,000) in the 
Bank of St. Petersburg to be left at compound 
interest for ninety-two years for this award. 
A quarter of the sum is to be used in printing 
the winning manuscript and translating it 
into various languages and rewarding the 
next best work with a consolation prize. The 
winner will thus get well over $1,000,000. 


AT least four books among those listed by 
the Yale University Press for fall publication 
are of special importance. Professor W. H. 
Taft—note the title—in ‘‘Some Problems of 
Modern Government” discusses the voting 
population; the present form of government; 
the initiative, referendum and recall; proposed 
primary election laws; the development of 
national power; the federal judiciary; domes- 
tic tranquility and common defense. Pro- 
fessor Henry C. Emery’s “The Ethics of 
Public Service” treats of the problems which 
confront the voter and the representative in 
their relations to each other and to the public. 
‘“‘The Monroe Doctrine, An Obsolete Shibbo- 
leth,”’ is the suggestive title of a forthcoming 
book by Professor Hiram Bingham. Quite as 
noteworthy as the foregoing is ‘*The Evolu- 
tion of Modern Medicine,’ by Sir William 
Osler, tracing the evolution of medicine from 
the earliest times to the present day. The 
book promises to be one which will appeal to 
both the layman and professional. 


JoHN B. FLOWERS, a young Brooklyn 
has, according to the Scienttfic 
American, invented a voice typewriter which 
promises to be really practicable. It is a 
combination, of course, of the physical and 
mechanical elements back of the phonograph 
and the typewriter: certain sounds spoken 
into its receiver actuate certain electrical-

typewriter keys. In his first experiment, 
Mr. Flowers has used a telephone diaphragm 
to take the place of the human ear drum; 
instead of fibres, he employs a set of stee

The number of bookbinders’ | 


supply houses in Holland is rather more than | 


thirty. The Directory in question, with nearly 
800 closely printed large 8vo. pages, bears 
eloquent testimony to the magnitude of the 
printing and allied trades in the Netherlands. 
The proportion of bookbinders to popula- 
tion is even more astonishing in the case of 


Switzerland, which little country, with only | 
about 3% millions of inhabitants, contrives to | 
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support no less than 800 firms of bookbinders, 
or more than one per thousand households, if 
we take the usual proportion of five persons to 
afamily. It is doubtful if here in the United 
States there is one bookbinder to 10,000 fam- 
ilies. A very large number of the so-called 
‘“bookbinders”’ listed in foreign directories 
are probably only persons who take in bind- 
ing work, and place it somewhere else for 
execution, but this of course does not do away 
with the relative disproportion between the 
binders of different countries.

The bookseller, naturally, expects to find the leading books featured in the 
advertising pages, and his judgment is largely influenced by the publisher’s con- 
fidence in his leaders as shown by his advertisement. ‘The publisher cannot expect 
the dealer to stock up on books that are apparently not of sufficient importance 
to be advertised.
